R. NEBB, the buttonhole maker, called on 

me to talk things over. 

“And how are buttonholes, Mr. Nebb?” I in- 
quired by way of getting information on the 
economic situation. 

Mr. Nebb said I shouldn’t mention that. It 
was like asking a horse dealer how the horse 
business was. 

“But, Mr.* Nebb, buttonholes aren’t like 
horses. There always will be  buttonholes. 
Buttonholes are everlasting, like sun and moon 
and the eternal stars. When we're all gone 
there will still be buttonholes.” 

“There are too many zippers,’’ Mr. Nebb 
replied. 

Mr. Nebb used to think that buttonholes were 
cne of the lasting institutions. He brought up 
his boy to be a buttonhole maker. When musi- 
cians were put out of the theaters by mechanism 
of talking movies, Mr. Nebb could feel com- 
fortable enough to think that he was a button- 
hole maker, safe in the security of the ever- 
lasting. Yes, he thought, people can do with- 
out living music in theaters but the world could 
never go on without buttonholes. And then 
- what happened to buttonhole makers? 

“Zippers!” 

Every day zippers are turning up On some 
garment that Mr. Nebb had thought was ex- 
‘clusively the privilege of his buttonhole making 
hands. He said he shouldn’t be surprised if 
my next suit had zippers on the vest. Any- 
thing can happen now. 

Buttonhole makers are getting to be unim- 
portant, yet, Mr. Nebb said, he couldn’t feel 
as unimportant as a horse dealer must feel, that 
is particularly to say, a non-Jewish horse deal- 
er. A horse dealer has become a marginal eco- 
nomic factor who hangs by a tail, you might 
say. There is nothing to provide him with any 
sense of importance in the world. ‘But there 
is always something for a Jew. A Jewish but- 
tonhole maker may iook at zippers and still 
feel he’s a big and important man. It’s on 
account of Schickelgruber.”’ 

Mr. Nebb always calls him Schickelgruber. 

I asked him what does he owe to Schickel- 
gruber. I always think of Schickelgruber with 
a twinge of pajn. Schickelgruber, I said, 
frightens me half to.death every day. 

Mr. Nebb unfolded the latest edition of the 
afternoon paper and pointed to a headline: 
“Hitler speaks in Bierstube.” 

“So what, Mr. Nebb?” 

‘He asked me to go on and read the whole 
thing. “That part about the Jews,” Mr. Nebb 
suggested. 

Yes, I observed, he seems to have put us 
into one of his speeches again—‘‘The National 
Socialist power—cannot be stopped by world 
Jewry. The brave German army shall win over 
all the might of world Jewry.” 

Mr. Nebb was exulting as I read this. 

“Whenever I read a Schickelgruber speech I 
feel like a giant,” he said. ‘The frustration 
of zippers doesn’t seem to matter much wher 
I read a Schickelgruber speech and learn what 
a big man I am. I, a buttonhole maker, may 
be conquered by zippers but I, the Jew, seem 
to be holding up the whole German army with 
its 30,000 tanks and 30,000 planes. I am a 
superman, you might say.” 

I continued to read from the paper: ‘Hitler 


waved a defiant fist. 
Jewry.” 

“That’s why I like to read Schickelgruber’s 
speeches. They make me feel important when- 
ever I get depressed on account of zippers. 
Schickelgruber gives me a feeling that I;am 
bigger than the German army. What hae a 
horse dealer got to keep up his spirits as he 
looks hopelessly to the time when there won't 
be a horse left in the world? When Schickel- 
gruber speaks and magnifies me I am no longer 
afraid of zippers’’ 

I could see Mr. Nebb expanding and caught 
some of his courage. “It seems,’’ I observed, 
“that a Jew is as big as a 40-ton tank.” 

Bigger than all the tanks put together if you 
read a speech by Schickelgruber,’’ Mr. Nebb 
relied. ‘ You are President Roosevelt and 
Churchill and the British navy and all the 
airplane factories put together. That’s what 
you are when Schickelgruber makes a speech.” 

* K * 

Mr. Nebb said he always looked forward to 
Schickelgruber speeches. They are like a tonic 
to a depressed buttonhole maker, the way they 
build up Jews. It all seems to depend on how 
Schickelgruber is feeling. When things aren’t 
going well on the Russian front, when the 
weather is bad in Russia, Schickelgruber knows 
where it’s all coming from. 

Mr. Nebb dug into his vest pocket and pulled 
out a clipping. ‘‘Look at this! I should be 
afraid of zippers! I who control the storms and 
who turns on the rain when it falls and who 
covers Russia with snow. Read this!’’ 

The clipping reported a broadcast from Berlin. 
The Nazi spokesman complained that extremely 
bad weather was holding up the Germans in 
Russia. 

“Petrus,’’ he said, ‘‘now seems to be either 
Russian or Jewish, because he is giving us 
plenty of trouble.’’ (Petrus is the German name 
for Jupiter Pluvius, the weather god.) 

“So I am Jupiter, too,’’ Mr. Nebb chortled. 
“TIT am Roosevelt, Churchill, the British navy 
and Jupiter as well. Why should I feel inferior 
on account of zippers? Tell me.” 

“Yes,”’ I said, ‘you have something there, 
Mr. Nebb. Even as a columnist I can take cour- 
age. He makes me feel as powerful as a Stuka 
bomber or a torpedo. It’s amazing, though, 
Mr. Nebb. I who never pulled a trigger, who 
shudders at the sight of blood, who has been 
armed only with Torah these two thousand 
years, who might tremble to have to shoot even 
a Nazi since he, too, is a human being. Hitler 
shakes his fist at me and the German army 
defies me!” 

Mr. Nebb suddenly grew serious: ‘‘Yes,’”’ he 
said, “that’s the whole thing, I guess. The Nazis 
hate and defy all kindness and all people who 
are kind. They are afraid of the decent human 
heart and the compassionate spirit. That’s the 
power that’s set against them and they are 
afraid of it and hate ft. It is going to defeat 
them in time and they know it, and shake 
their fists at it. We Jews are among the peo- 
ple who are armed with this power. Torah, 
prophets, the experience of our history. I guess 
that’s why we look so big to Schickelgruber 
who is afraid of and hates the ultimate author- 
ity of kindness. Now, as I was saying about 
zippers—’”’

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Will There Be Revival of Religious Spirit? 


PEAKING over the Columbia Broadcasting 
System last Sunday, Chaplain Aryeh Lev, 
assistant to the Army Chief of Chaplains, de- 
eljred that American soldiers returning to 
civilian life after the national emergency is 
over will lead this country in a revival of the 
religious spirit. 

It is to be hoped that Rabbi Lev’s predic- 
tion will come true, yet after the First World 
War when American soldiers went through a 
struggle which brought them close to eternity 
and contemplation of and proximity to. the 
reality of existence, this nation went through 
an inordinately wild and unprincipled period ef 
loose morals and ‘‘devil-may-care” spirit knOwn 
as the ‘‘flapper’’ age. The rebound from the 


ill eteannemnneenintlll 
deep worry of the war had resulted not in a 
resurgence of religious feeling, but in exactly 
the opposite, a realization that death may come 
at any moment and life is to live fully and now. 
But twenty years ago is not today, and 
probably no twenty-year period could be spoken 
of from the standpoint of change more accurate- 
ly. The present crisis has more of the upheavel 
aspect than the first World War, and perhaps 
Rabbi Lev, who represents the Jewish commun- 
ity in matters relating to the religious needs 
of Jewish soldiers and sailors may be close 
enough to the actual situation to be able to 
make his prediction on factors prevailing today 
which were not true of conditions in the first 
World War. 


Competition, But Is It Honest? 


HE FACT that the eighty-six refugees on 

the U. S. Cabo de Hornos finally found 

a refuge, even if only a temporary One, at Cur- 

acao, has been established, but for two Jewish 

organizations, only One of which is to blame, 

who gets credit for making possible this respite 
is still to be decided. 

A dispatch from the American Jewish Con- 
gress states that these refugees were saved 
“as a result of the efforts of the American 
Jewish Congress and the World Jewish Con- 


gress.”’ 

But a dispatch from the American Jewish 
Joint Distribution Committee says ‘“‘that ad- 
mission of the refugees to Curacao was granted 
under an agreement between J. D. C. and the 
Netherlands Government-in-Exile, negotiated in 
London.” v 

Of course it is possible that both groups 
effected this temporary rescue, but if Jews are 
confused over who is doing what, imagine the 
confusion of the Netherlands Government. 


Why They Are Worried 


N THE front page of last. week’s issue of 

The Post was printed an interview with 
Dr. A. L. Sachar, who is well-known to Indiana 
Jewry, in which he declared that “the worst 
effect of the assault of the Nazis upon the Jews 
is that many of the victims are beginning to 
believe the charges made against them.” 

Last week also Rabbi Mordecai F. Kaplan 
in an editorial in “The Reconstructionist” de- 
clared that “it is nothing less than sheer mad- 
ness to be obsessed with the importance of com- 
batting anti-Semitism,’’ and points out that 
“the little energy and resources which we pos- 
sess should be utilized chiefly to fortify our own 
morale. We need all the power and means at 
our command to fight the fires of self-hatred 
which are destroying us body and soul.” Rabbi 
Kaplan continued: ‘Instead of trying to cure 
the Gentiles of anti-Semitism, let us cure our- 


selves of that disease. In the June issue of the 
Jewish Record, Kurt Lewin, one of the great- 
est of the living psychologists points out to 
what extent the Jewish mentality is in danger 
of being shot to pieces by the suicidal hatred 
of self.”’ 

These comments need no elaboration from 
The Post, and the Coue method of repeating: 
“My morale is not shattered; I am not afraid,” 
won't suffice, because even if Coueism were 
effective, it would be broken down by the con- 
tinual repetition of the charges by our enemies. 

Knowledge of course, is one probable anti- 
dote; and courage and unity and true religious 
faith are others. But if you take these attri- 
butes one by one and test them against the 
present day situation in American Jewry then 
the answer will tell you why Dr. Sachar and 
Dr. Kaplan are worried.

Nothing Wrong With Orthodoxy, Only 
Those Who Would Change It, Rabbi Oscar Z. 
Fasman says — The expression that we hear 
most frequently from those who insist upon 
changing Judaism from its recognized foym 
into channels that are termed progressive, lib- 
eral, or reconstructive is that Judaism must be 
dynamic. We heartily agree. We merely wish 
to observe that a dynamo generates vast 
amounts of energy that can be sent for many 
miles to drive the most powerful engines, 
while the dynamo itself remains firmly in place. 
The functions and purposes of the machine thus 
propelled vary from place to place yet the prin- 
ciples of the dynamo remain steadfast, secure. 

The entire philosophy of Torah, as we of 
the Loyalty Viewpoint understand it, rests upon 
the thesis that the Divine Law was given for 
the reconstruction of man, and not vice versa. 
That philosophy will bear all the greater em- 
phasis in a universe where man in the raw 
has shown himself capable of unbeliveable 
cruelties and viciousness. At a time when 
human suffering has spread to millions upon 
millions, because certain individuals have de- 
cided to give civilization a new order in their 
own image, how tragic it is to find Jewish lead- 
ers who seek to replace even the Hagadah, con- 


taining the century-old Seder (Order), by a 
new Seder of their ingeniOus creation. 


The compass the little boy makes out of 
cardboard does not always point north. The 
explanation is not that the North Pole no long- 
er attracts, but that the compass is made out 
of the wrong material. If it were reconstructed 
with a needle of the proper metal, it would 
point in the proper direction. Those who are 
busily engaged in finding fault with our tra- 
ditions might spend valuable time in making 
sure that they themselves are of the right stuff. 


What our aching world needs more than 
anything else is a set of reliable, permanent 
and inspirational values that will translate the 
turbelent forces of humanity into social-minded 
righteousness. From that quantity We can 
draw the vigor and the decency to solve the 
ever-changing national and international prob- 
lems that confront us. To destroy or tamper 
with the stadards of religious conviction is 
but to make confusion more confounded. All 
the dynamic characteristics of Judaism will dis- 
appear as quickly as they are shoved out of 
position. All of them will furnish us with tre- 
mendous driving power, if we protect the 
sources whence they flow.
